Rieh and poor alike were 
affected, In Oxford two-thirds of the 
student population died, In  Con- 
stantinople the people died at the 
rate of 10,000 a day, Charms, incan- 
tutions, fear, filth, ignorance and 
superstition fed the disease.

The 
famous “dance of death,” in whieh 
desperate human_ beings parodied 
and made fun of the plague, illus: | 
trating the “dance of death’ with | 
grinning skulls and skeletons, was 
one feature. Another, — curiously 
enough, in England, was the tremen- | 
dous rise in the cost of labor. The 
workmen died so fast that there were | 
few left to do the work, and the few 
that could work were offered extra- | 
vagant wages-—although laws were | 
passed to keep the wages down, It 
is said -that this sudden rise in wages 
laid the foundation of the emancipa- 
tion of working people in England.

The object of the deputation was to 
present resolutions adopted at the an- 
nual congress at Fort William, The 
deputation was headed by William 
Glockling of Toronto, president of the 
be belt and included A, Verville, M.

The resolutions of the congress 
which were presented to the premier 
will be taken into his consideration. 
The most important were as follows: 

“That the trades and labor congress 
is opposed to the enactment of a com- 
pulsory arbitration law. 

“That steps shauld be taken to ar- 
range for an international peace con- 
ference at which an attempt should be 
made to establish a universal policy 
of opposition to international warfare. 

“That it is the unanimous desire of 
the working classes of Canada that 
there should be federal legislation re- 
garding co-operation in order to save 
them from the clutches of capital. 

“That Provincial autonomy should 
be conserved. 

“That the age of children eligible for 
employment should be raised to six- 
teen years. 

“That there should be _ legislation 
making compulsory the weekly pay- 
ment of wages in cash, and in cases 
where employees are discharged or 
where the employee leaves the service 
of his employer, all wages due must 
be paid within twenty-four hours, the 
employer being held responsible for 
expenses consequent upon his failure 
to comply with the law properly.” 


THOMAS TAIT ADVISES VICTORIA 


Urges This Colony to Advertise Its! 
Resources to the Rest of the 
World 
Melbourne.—Thomas Tait, who igs ré& 
tiring from the position of manager of 
state railways in Victoria, in order to 
return to Canada, made an important 
speech at a demonstration in his hon- 
or. He urged upon his hearers the ng- 
cessity of advertising the resources of 
Victoria abroad. He was able to draw 
upon his experience in Canada and 
quote examples of how progress had 

been quickened by advertising. 
Regret has been expressed generally 
at the resignation of Mr. Tait. The 
magnificent prosperity of the Victoria 
government railways at present is con- 
sidered to be largely due to his ad- 
ministrative ability. It is understood 
that he does not propose to re-enter 
the railway world but will devote his 
attention to his private affairs in Can- 
ada. It is now known that he made 
a confidential statement to the pre- 
mier last June of his intention to re- 
sign. The public announcement 
would have been made had not the 
Richmond railway accident and in- 
auiries arising therefrom precluded 
Tait from making any statement of 
the kind. He was bound to wait until 
some decision had been reached by the 
government as to the apportionment 
of the responsibility for that disaster. 


PETITION FOR REPRIEVE 


Submits That Owing to Statements| 
by Newspapers Crippen Had 
Fair Trial 
London, Eng.—The petition for the 
reprieve of Crippen is a lengthy docu- 
ment of about twenty-five hundred 
words. It submits that upon evi- 
dence produced most serious and 
grave doubt exists as to the guilt of 
the prisoner, and that he had always 

denied it. 

The whole subject of guilt turns up-; 
on the question whether the remains 
found are those of Cora Crippen (Belle 
Elmore). 

It adds that doubt had been ex- 
pressed by medical men as to whether 
the crown had established the identity 
of the remains, and speaks of the most 
unfair and unjudicial way in which 
Dr. Pepper’s opinion was _ slavishly 
followed by other medical witnesses 
called by the crown. 

The petition closes by contending 
that owing to the statements made by 
the newspapers, it was absolutely im- 
possible for Crippen to have a fair and 
impartial trial.

Sir George Doughty Warns Britain 
That it is Time to Protect 
The Dominion 

London.—Sir George Doughty, who 
was defeated in the Grimsby constitu- 
ency at the last election, has been giv- 
ing his views on imperial federation 
since his return from Canada. He 
says: 

“I am keenly in favor of a federal 
parliament which may deal with all 
questions of imperial interest. Im- 
at defence is a question which is 
eing much discussed in Canada. The 
more it is discussed by influential 
Canadians the more do they realize 
that the time has arrived when there 
should be an attempt at establishing 
a union of the British states. Canada 
is already a nation and if, through 
any misfortune or lack of apprecia- 
tion on our part of her position, she 
should become separated from the 
mother state, there would be grave 
danger for both of us. National 
jealousy as well as national ambi- 
tion would cast lingering eyes on that 
great province, British Columbia, and 
it would be impossible for Canada to 
withstand any nation, say Japan, 
seeking an opportunity of extending 
her area, or prevent the annexation 
by such power of that great Dominion, 
From the standpoint of security oi 
their great national asset it is essential 
that behind the Canadian Government 
and its provinces there should be the 
silent, forceful power of the British 
navy and British prestige.”

BRANDON ASYLUM DESTROYED 


——— ‘ 
Had Between Six and Seven Mundred 
Inmates and All Are Believed to 
Have Been Got Out Safely 

Brandon, Man.—In the midst of the 
first snow storm of the season a fire) 
broke out in the Brandon asylum for 
the. insane, and totally destroyed it 
within three hours. 

The authorities believe that a‘l the| 
patients are accounted for, they hav- 
ing been removed under guard to out- 
buildings and the surrounding country 
patrolled. But it may well be that 
wearing no distinctive dress, some of 
the patients may have slipped away in 
the darkness and falling snow. 

Prompt measures were taken to re- 
move the inmates to barns and out- 
buildings, where they were guarded, | 
as many of the patients were violent. | 

The asylum authorities state that, as 
far as can be obtained, none of the in-| 
mates are missing or seriously injured. 

The n building was erected in 
1889, unfler the reg’me of Hon. Thos. 
Greenway, as a reformatory, but was 
later converted into an asylum, wings 
being added in 1903 and 1905. | 

The authorities state they do not! 
know the cause of the fire, and rumor | 
ascribes it varyingly to a guard smok- | 
ing, to a patient who secured some} 
matches, and to crossed wires of the! 
lighting plant. | 

There were between six and seven | 
hundred patients confined in the asy-| 
lum, many of them from Alberta and | 
Saskatchewan, as the new provinces, | 
not having been able to provided suit- 
able accommodation in their own 
provinces, have sent many of their 
lunatics to the Manitoba institution.
